KEEPING JAPS OOT I 


Washington, April 4.-Information 
has reached the immigration bureau at 
the department of commerce and labor 
that hundreds of J apanese have arrived 
in Mexico destined for the United 
States. 
Inspector Braun, 
who was 
sent to Mexico to investigate, tele­ 
graphed today that he had interviewed 
several hundred Japanese, principally 
laborers who are now in Mexico. Many 
of them are in straightened circum­ 
stances. 
They have no intention of 
remaining in Mexico but desire to come 
to the United States. 
They expect to 
obtain employment on the railroads of 


the west and southwest. Some of them 
have already applied for admission to 
the United States and have been denied. 
In every instance the immigrants 
hold passports issued to them by the 
Japanese government to Mexico. They 
tell the American officials that the Jap­ 
anese government will not issue pass­ 
ports to the United States. 
In the 
circumstances the Japanese cannot be 
admitt&d legally to this country but 
scores are being smuggled across the 
Mexican border. 
The department also is informed that 
many Japanese are reaching Honolulu

most responsible and arduous. 
Noth­ 
ing daunted, however, Mr. 
Weaver 
threw all his energies and the utmost 
enthusiasm into the work. During long 
and stressful months he devoted his 
time and his money to the compilation, 
publication and distribution of abund­ 
ant joint statehood literature, sending 
out thousands of letters and hundreds 
of thousands of statehood campaign 
circulars, and in every way possible he 
I aided in the anti-Sequoyah campaign. 
! The result of that struggle is well 
j know n. 
Instead of the 125,000 votes 
boastfully predicted for the Sequoyah 
constitution, that document sank into 
oblivion with the support of a paltry 
22,500. 
At the meeting of the Indian Terri­ 
tory Press Association in 1905 Mr. 
Weaver, without seeking the honor, 
was unanimously elected its president. 
It was at this meeting that the famous 
anti-Hitchcock resolutions were passed. 
Though the press association had been 
in existence fifteen years, during Mr. 
W eaver’s term as president the mem­ 
bership was doubled. 
Last summer after the statehood bill 
had passed and Hon. Henry M. Fur­ 
man had concluded to become a candi 
date for the U. S. Senate, his fellow 
townsmen held a mass meeting and or­ 
ganized the Henry M. Furman Demo­ 
cratic club for the purpose of promot­ 
ing hit candidacy. 
Of this club Mr. 
Weaver was unanimously elected pres- 
dent. 
In 1904 he was elected Major Genera 
commanding the United Sons of Con­ 
federate Veterans of the Indian Terri­ 
tory, which office he held for two

IN A QUANDARY. 


Republicans Undecided Whether to 
Support or Fight the Constitution. 


Oklahoma City, Ok., April 4.—The 
problem 
confronting 
the Oklahoma 
Republican party of what attitude to 
assume toward the constitution is not 
unlike that of the proverbial wayfarer 
who paused between Satan and the 
roaring sea. 
The predominant senti­ 
ment around the Republican central 
committee meeting held two weeks ago 
was for a fight sufficient to encompass 
the constitution’s defeat at the polls, 
and then petition Congress to allow 
Oklahoma, next time, to go it alone. 
Henry Asprdeader of the Republican 
minority in the convention, who was 
als y the leading figure in preparing the 
Republican constitution submitted to 
the convention as a whole, has sug 
gested that this document be taken as 
a basis of what Republicans can do 
He put the case to the party with much 
plainness: A legislature would soon 
assemble in the territory, and it could 
authorize a committee to draft a con­ 
stitution, as was done in Nebraska, 
which they could then submit to the 
people. 
With this went the double implica­ 
tion that it would be adopted, and that 
Congress would admit Oklahoma as a 
Separate state, applying without an 
enabling act. 
To assume such a position, at the 
same time place a full ticket in the 
field as is the desire, would elevate the 
party to a prominence of inconsistency, 
for by the identical vote through which 
it hoped to elect the officers it would 
also hope to defeat the opportunity by 
which they could serve. 
It may be 
said, however, to the credit of the rank 
and tile that the original sentiment, 
I fraught with so much belligerency, is 
I gradually giving away to a policy of 
I supporting the constitution for the 
sake of statehood, but the party will 
refrain from speaking as a unit until 
the convention at Guthrie concludes its 
work and the finished document is 
looked at. 
The announcement of Frank Frantz, 
present territorial governor, as a candi­ 
date for the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination, made 
Sunday morning, 
and the word that Henry H. Howard 
of Oklahoma City and William John­ 
stone of Bartlesville will probably do 
I likewise, is taken to mean that the j 


I party will at least advocate adoption of 
! the constitution without giving an in-1 
I dorsement of it. 
The prevailing idea 
is to make the platform a systematic 
I assailment of the various provisions, 
extol none. but pledge the Republicans, 
I if given control of the government, to 
correct the evils pointed out.

This institution carries on its work 
by letter and by telegraph. 
It is a 
correspondence school of adversity, 
a repository of all trouble. 
Its pat­ 
rons who call in person are treated 
with as 
much 
deference as though 
they had opened an account in a bro­ 
ker’s office and the connection was 
likely to be enduring and profitable. 
General William Booth devised the 
anti-suicide bureau 
in 
London, and 
the New York establishment is a de­ 
velopment of 
it, worked out in ac­ 
cordance with conditions peculiar to 
the metropolis of the western world. 
The New York way of curing a man 
of the suicide habit provided he does 
not quite effect his purpose is to put 
him in jail. 
After he has been there 
a while he is brought into court and 
scolded about it and told to go under 
a suspended sentence. 
Occasionally 
the court starts 
a 
subscription for 
him, but that is an exceptional case. 
Once in a while he attracts the notice 
of 
charity 
workers 
and 
philan­ 
thropists. 
Most persons who talk mournfully 
to their friends about not being long 
for this world are short oil resolution 
when the time 
comes for 
them 
to 
make good the 
threats 
they 
have 
made 
concerning 
shuffling off 
this 
mortal coil with their own hands. 


Don’t Talk of Suicide. 
The men and women who silently 
give way to despair 
are 
those who 
are prone to take 
their 
own 
lives 
without ever saying a word about it 
in advance. 
The anti-suicide bureau 
gives them a chance to tell their trou­ 
bles in strictest confidence and to 
receive help and encouragement at a 
time when they would not hare their 
secrets either 
to acquaintances 
or 
^friends on account of pride. 
First of all to present himself to 
the consideration of the bureau was 
a youth who said that at times he was 
so overcome with the inclination to 
seek “the open door” that he could 
not resist it. Once he had jumped off 
a ferryboat and on another occasion 
a bridge 
had formed 
a 
convenient 
point of vantage from which he had 
sought a 
watery 
grave. 
Whenever 
things were go*ng against 
him 
the 
impulse beset bim. 
He was out of 
employment and the feeling had ob­ 
sessed him. 
What should he do? Tho 
answer to that was easy. The bureau 
found employment for him and he is 
now cheerful and happy. 
There called a few minutes later a 
man well 
known 
in 
the 
business 
world, who said he could hardly blame 
men who 
were 
unfortunate 
from 
yielding to the inclination toward self­ 
destruction, for he himself, although 
he had wealth and everything, from 
a worldly point of view, which heart 
could wish, and was connected with 
the church, found there were times 
when he had felt almost irresistibly 
Impelled to take his own life. 
Such 
periods ©f 
depression 
had come 
to 
him when 
he 
was 
suffering from 
■light illness. 
He could not account 


required, but dissuaded him from do­ 
ing anything rash and counseled mod­ 
eration and self-control. 
It is a story which is often told in 
industrial life which found its coun­ 
terpart in the case of No. 4, a white- 
haired man of 60, who was a carpen­ 
ter. 
He had been forced out of em­ 
ployment in several places by young­ 
er men who could work more rapidly, 
and he had lost 
jobs 
until 
he 
saw

younger men. 
He was comforted and 
reassured and has abandoned his idea 
of self-destruction. 


Had Been Dishonest. 
No. 5 had committed a 
breach 
of 
trust, but although he had been dis­ 
owned by 
the 
relative who was af­ 
fected financially, it was not likely 
that he would be prosecuted. 
He was 
overcome 
with 
remorse 
and 
was 
about to take his own life when his 
notice was attracted to the anti-sui­ 
cide bureau. 
His money was all gone 
and he was out of a job, but as he is 
young and 
a 
skilled 
workman, no 
trouble was found in getting a good 
position for him. 
He has 
gone 
to 
work in an endeavor to gradually pay 
back the 
money which 
disappeared 
through his peculations. 
No. 6 was 
a 
paper-hanger, whose 
trouble was due to 
lack of

ment. 
Although he was past middle 
life he was found to be

The officers found that he 
was so overwhelmed with despair that 
it took an hour and a half’s talk to 
bring him around to face life again.

When 
the despondent ones come for aid th© 
officers pray with them if the persona

At any event, their first con­ 
cern is to see that they have material 
aid. 


General Booth's Idea. 
Gen. Booth, in his public address 
upon tho situation, says the causes 
of suicide are 
almost without 
num­ 
ber. 
“But further back,” he adds. “In the 
string of causes for this melancholy 
transaction I should say there too 
frequently lies a sense of failure 
In 
the struggle of life; especially is this 
the case with those who have come 
down in the world. 
With many, I be­ 
lieve, the step is taken in the strug­ 
gle to be good—in the vain effort to 
master some 
hated 
evil—with 
the 
sense of utter helplessness. 
No one 
is at hand with sufficient sympathy or 
sense to understand them, to whom 
the bleeding heart can be laid 
bare. 
So the fatal step is taken. Suicide, in 
90 cases out of IOO, must be tho tri­ 
umph of despair. 
“But I will not argue about causes. 
Can anything be done to prevent the 
suicidal tide from rising? This is the 
practical question. 
And it seems to 
me that we must supply the friend*

the caprices of those who buy. 
Go 
into these towns and you will 
find 
them at a standstill or going back­ 
ward. 
Inquire of their business men 
or commercial travelers and you will 
learn that business is not as good as 
formerly and that the prospect is for 
a continued shrinkage in trade. 
An 
observant commercial traveler said 
to the writer: 
“I believe the day of 
the village and town is over. The big 
fish are everywhere eating up the lit­ 
tle fish. A few small lines of business 
that cannot be done by mail, such aa 


know that he could have bought a r 
cheaply and selected much more sat­ 
isfactorily at home. On a rural route 
with which I am familiar and over 
which most of the incoming letters 
are from mail order houses and the 
outgoing ones carry back money or­ 
ders, lives a friend of 
mine 
who 
bought a watch from tire catalogue at 
what he considered a rare 
bargain. I 
The watch came, to be sure, but It did 
not go, that is at the right apeed, 
and, although money 
enough 
was 
spent on it to bring the price up to 
a good figure, it was no better as a 
timekeeper than that famous watch 
of Caph Cuttle’s. 
Another 
friend 
bought a buggy at $34 and was elated 
over his purchase until it came and 
he saw that the top was a very ordln- ( 
ary article of oil cloth, instead of . 
leather, and he was so ashamed of It 
that he sold it at a loss to his hired 
man and bought a better one in a 
neighboring town. 
A lady and her 
two daughters bought shoes from the 
catalogue and when asked why they 
had trouble with their feet said It was 
because of ill fitting shoes. 
But such 
Instances of the bad effects of buy­ 
ing “sight unseen” are daily occurring 
all over the country. 
It is only natur­ 
al and Inevitable that such 
things 
should happen. 
Let us see what will be the effect 
of this formidable diversion of trade, 
if carried to its logical 
conclusion. 
Nearly all the business houses of the 
smaller towns will become bankrupt, 
the value of town property will de­ 
cline, churches and schools will re­ 
ceive a feeble support and the towns, 
instead of being centers of business 
and social activity, will almost cease 
to exist. 
The country in general will 
become like many portions of

begin to fall. 
A stupor which turns 
.easily and instantaneously 
at 
the 
most insignificant external shot Into 
either uncontrollable panic or Into 
unusually high spirits, depending on 
the man’s character.” 
After the Su­ 
voroff was fairly alight and complete­ 
ly riddled Capt. Semenoff found him­ 
self enveloped in 
an 
impenetrable 
smoke. 
“Burning air parched my face 
and hands, while a caustic smell 
of 
burning almost blinded me. 
Breath­ 
ing was impossible. 
How did I get 
out of this hell? 
Perhaps some of 
the crew who had seen me on the 
bridge dragged me out. How I arrived 
on the upper battery on a well-known 
spot near the ship's image I can't re­ 
member and I can’t imagine.” 
Find­ 
ing a few signal men, Capt. Semenoff 
set to work with an undamaged piece 
of hose on the 
fire. 
Then 
L ieut 
Danchich came up. 
“Haven’t we any 
stretchers?” he said. 
“For whom?” 
asked Semenoff.

Looking down he saw 
that his right leg was standing in a 
pool of blood.

“Who wants 
to be accompanied?” said Semenoff, 
angrily, and started tr^g o down the 
ladder, not realizing what had hap-, 
pened.

“Later, in the hospital, 
when carried there on a stretcher, I 
understood why it was that during a 
fight one hears neither groans nor 
shouts.

Apparently our feelings have strict 
limits for receiving external impres­ 
sions, being even deeply impressed by 
an absurd sentence. 
A thing can be 
so painful that you feel nothing, so 
terrible that you fear nothing.”

The claim that

nual business of over $200,000,000 may 
seem large, hut one house alone has 
sold goods to the amount of $29,000,- 
000 In the past six months and is now- 
incubating a new plan to increase its 
enormous business by selling shares 
of stock to thousands of people in the 
hope of making them regular cus­ 
tomers. 
The skillfully worded advertisement 
and the big catalogue, with Its pic­ 
tures of articles in a hundred lines of 
trade, are very alluring to 
buyers, 
most of whom are not familiar with 
prices and qualities. 
Some of the 
articles below the usual prices are of 
an inferior quality, while the average 
price is usually fully up to what would 
be paid to the home dealer. 
As was 
shown last winter in a speech in con­ 
gress. articles for the mail order trade 
are often misbranded at the request 
of the mail order people with delib­ 
erate intent to deceive. 
One of the 
instances given by this congressman 
was of some thousands of finger rings 
stamped “fourteen carats” when they 
were in reality only ten. 
The buyer who orders "from 
his 
catalogue, or from an advertisement, 
does not see the articles 
till 
they 
come and Is often disappointed in the 
quality of the most of them, but there 
is no redress as there would be lf he 
bought at home. 
He does not like to 
own that he is disappointed, so he 
makes the best of It and tries to per­ 
suade himself that 
he 
has 
saved 
money. 
In many instances he Is not

Early in 1905, at the Indian Territory 


and Oklahoma statehood convention, 
he was chosen a member of the Joint 
Statehood executive committee. Later 
when prospects for statehood were 
most gloomy this com'i ittee met Tulsa. 
It was a crucial time for the cause of 
statehood, and the deliberations of that 
body were long and earnest. A cam- 
paign committee to agitate joint state- 
hood was organized, and, entirely with- 
out solicitation on his part, Mr. Weaver 
was chosen secretary thereof. 
With 


the coming on of the combat with the 
Sequoyah Separate Statehood move- 
ment, headed as it was by some of the 
strongest men in the Territory, the 
duties of that secretaryship became 
most responsible and arduous. Noth- 
ing daunted, however, Mr. Weaver 
threw all his energies and the utmost 
enthusiasm into the work. During long 
and stressful months he devoted his 
time and his money to the compilation, 
publication and distribution of abund- 
ant joint statehood literature, sending 
out thousands of letters and hundreds 
of thousands of statehood campaign 
irculars, and in every way possible he 
ided in the anti-Sequoyah campaign, 
he result of that struggle is well 
nown. Instead of the 125,000 votes 
wastfully predicted for the Sequoyah 
onstitution, that document sank into 
blivion with the support of a paltry 
22,500. 


At the meeting of the Indian Terri- 


tory Press Association in 1905 Mr. 
Veaver, without seeking the honor, 
was unanimously elected its president. 
t was at this meeting that the famous 
anti-Hitchcock resolutions were passed, 
["hough the press association had been 
n existence fifteen years, during Mr. 
Weaver's term as president the mem- 
bership was doubled. 


Last summer after the statehood bill 


had passed and Hon. Henry M. Fur- 
man had concluded to become a candi- 
date for the U. S. Senate, his fellow 
townsmen held a mass meeting and or- 
ganized the Henry M. Furman Demo- 
cratic club for the purpose of promot- 
ing hit candidacy. Of this club Mr. 
Weaver was unanimously elected pres- 
dent. 


In 1904 he was elected Major General 


commanding the United Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans of the Indian Terri- 
tory, which office he held for two 


years. During his tenure, such was 
the enthusiasm with which Mr. Weaver 
took hold of the organization, the Ter- 
ritory division bore the honor of being 
the only division in the entire nation 
wherein every camp was in good stand-

Support or Fight the Constitution. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., April*.—The 


problem confronting 
the Oklahoma 


Republican party of what attitude to 
assume toward the constitution is not 
unlike that of the proverbial wayfarer 
who paused between Satan and the 
roaring sea. The predominant senti- 
ment around the Republican central 
committee meeting held two weeks ago 
was for a fight sufficient to encompass 
the constitution's defeat at the polls, 
and then petition Congress to allow 
Oklahoma, next time, to go it alone. 


Henry Asp^leader of the Republican 


minority in the convention, who was 
also the leading figure in preparing the 
Republican constitution submitted to 
the convention as a whole, has sug- 
gested that this document be taken as 
a basis of what Republicans can do. 
He put the case to the party with much 
plainness: A legislature would soon 
assemble in the territory, and it could 
authorize a committee to draft a con- 
stitution, as was done in Nebraska, 
which they could then submit to the 
people. 


With this went the double implica- 


tion that it would be adopted, and that 
Congress would admit Oklahoma as a 
Separate state, applying without an 
enabling act. 


To assume such a position, at the 


same time place a full ticket in the 
field as is the desire, would elevate the 
party to a prominence of inconsistency, 
for by the identical vote through which 
it hoped to elect the officers it would 
also hope to defeat the opportunity by 
which they could serve. It may be 
said, however, to the credit of the rank 
and file that the original 
sentiment, 


fraught with so much belligerency, ia 
gradually giving away to a policy of 
supporting the constitution for the 
sake of statehood, but the party will 
refrain from speaking as a unit until 
the convention at Guthrie concludes its 
work and the finished document is 
looked at. 


The announcement of Frank Frantz, 


present territorial governor, as a candi- 
date fot the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination, made 
Sunday morning,

The men and women who silently

The antl-sulclde bureau 
gives them a chance to tell their trou- 
bles in strictest confidence and to 
receive help and encouragement at a 
time when they would not bare their 
secrets either 
to acquaintances

First ot all to present himself to 


the consideration ol the bureau was 
a youth who said that at times he was 
so overcome with the Inclination to 
seek "the open door" that he conk! 
not resist it. Once he had jumped off

It Is the rule of the Bureau that 
verythlng connected with its work 
hould be strictly confidential, and all

Col. 
Holland, 
however, who 
has 


charge of the work in New York, by 
way of Illustrating the matter 
In 


which 
the 
bureau was 
conducted, 


gave a reporter a synopsis of one 
lay'a work. 


No. 1 on that day was a baker out 


of 
employment. 
He was 
brooding 


over his misfortune and meditating 
finding some sequestered nook In 
which he could blow out his brains 
with a revolver. The bureau Induced 
him to surrender the weapon, which 
was fully loaded. 
Temporary employ- 


ment as an elevator man was provided 
for him, and he Is Interested In his 
occupation. The bureau, meanwhile, 
s trying to get him work more suited 
to his training. 


For No. 2 there seemed to be little 


which could be done In New York. He 
was an elevator pilot, who was threat- 
ened with consumption. 
The bureau 


s arranging to have him sent west to 
some dryer climate, where he may be 
able to gain strength, for at present 


s hardly strong enough to do any 


work. 
Feared Bankruptcy. 


Prescribing 
for case No. 3 was 


rather expensive, as It was that of a 
business man 65 years old. who was 
troubled for fear 
that his 
capita! 


would not be 
sufficient to tide him 


over a dull season. He was also suf- 
fering from the stress and worry in- 
cident to a business venture, so that 
he was on the point of suicide. 
The 


colonel was not prepared 
to assist 


him with the somewhat large sum he 
required, but dissuaded him from do- 
lag anything rash and counseled mod- 
eration aud self-control. 


H la a story which Is often told In 


Industrial life which found Its coun- 
terpart in the case of No. 4, a white- 
haired man of 60, who was a carpen- 
ter. 
He had been forced out of em- 


ploy nieut In several places by young- 
er men who could work more rapidly, 
and he had lost jobs 
until he saw 


nothing for him hut the almshouse or 
the river. He was told of an oppor- 
tunity 
where 
he could make fair

younger men. He was comforted and 
reassured and has abandoned his idea 
of self-destruction. 
Had Been Dishonest. 


No. 5 had committed a breach 
of 


trust, but although he had been dis- 
owned by the relative who was af- 
fected financially, it was not likely 
that he would be prosecuted. He was 
overcome 
with remorse 
and 
was 


about to take his own life when bis 
notice was attracted to the anti-sui- 
cide bureau. His money was all gone 
and he was out of a job. but as he is 
young and

skilled workman, no 


trouble was found In getting a good 
position for him. He has

to 


work in an endeavor to gradually pay 
back the 
money which 
disappeared 


through his peculations. 


No. 6 was 
a paper-hanger, whose 


trouble was due to 
lack of employ- 


ment. 
Although he was past middle 


life he was found to be active 
and 


proficient. The officers found that he 
was so overwhelmed with despair that 


took an hour and a half's talk to 


ring him around to face life again.

the loss of a finger or a portion of 
the hand. 


"We have special arrangements," 


said he. "for caring for those who are 
handicapped 
In that way, and often 


they can find occupations 
suited to 


them in which the defects would not 
seriously Interfere." 


Back of the antl-sulclde bureau Is 


the whole organization of the Salva- 
tion Army, which has homes, asy- 
lums, farms and colonies, In which It 
can help the unfortunate, as well as 
schools and training bureaus. It also 
conducts employment agencies and is 
in touch with many large firms and 
corporations. 
Its 
connections 
with 


hospitals and with the medical pro- 
fession Is also close, so that It can 
arrange quickly for the treatment of 
physical Ills which so often drive men 
and women to the verge of self-de- 
struction. 


One of the mottoes which has been 


applied to the work of the Salvation 
Army is "Soup. Soap, Salvation." The 
organization 
feeds the 
hungry, ar- 


ranges for making them presentable 
and gives religious instruction when 
the person whom It would benefit Is 
in a condition to receive It. When 
the despondent ones come for aid the 
officers pray with them if the person* 
so desire, and if not they 
pray 
foil 


them. 
At any event, their first con- 


cern is to see that they have material 
aid. 
General Booth's Idea. 


Gea. Booth. In his public address 


upon the situation, says the causes 
of suicide are 
almost without 
num- 


ber. 


"But further back," he adds, "In the 


string of causes for this melancholy 
transaction I should say there too 
frequently lies a sense of failure in 
the straggle of life; especially is this 
the case with tliose who have come 
down in the world. With many, I be- 
lieve, the step is taken In the strug- 
gle to be good—In the vain effort to 
master some 
hated 
evil—with the 


sense of utter helplessness. 
No one 


is at hand with sufficient sympathy or 
sense to understand them, to whom 
the bleeding heart can be laid bare. 
So the fatal step Is taken. Suicide, In 
90 cases out of 100, must be the tri- 
umph of despair. 


"Hut I will not nrgue about causes. 


Can anything be done to prevent the 
suicidal tide from rising? This Is the 
practical question. 
And It seems to 


me that we must supply the friend-

Jef- 
ferson was right when he said: "Great 
cities are great sores upon the body 
politic." la it any wonder that lovers 
of their kind are horror-stricken at 
the grinding of these gigantic mills 
whose grist la the bodies and souls of 
men? 


But there is another movement con- 


nected with this current setting city- 
ward which, like it. Is full of grave 
menace to the welfare of humanity. 
This is the dry rot now Invading thou- 
sands of villages and towna. It Is not 
lack of capital or business energy In 
the 
towns, 
or 
discrimination 
In 


freights or exhaustion of the soil In 
the surrounding country that la bring- 
ing about this change, but a new and 
dangerous form of competition, and 
the caprices of those who buy. do 
into these towns and you will find 
them at a standstill or going back- 
ward. Inquire of their business men 
or commercial travelers and you wilt 
learn that business Is not as good as 
formerly and that the prospect is for 
a continued shrinkage In trade. An 
observant commercial traveler said 
to the writer: 
"I believe the day of 


the village and town Is over. Tho big 
fish are everywhere eating up the lit- 
tle fish. A few small lines ol business 
that cannot be done by null, »uch as 


know that he eould have bought a» 
cheaply and selected much more sat. 
istactorlly at home. On a rural route 
with which I am familiar and over; 
which most of the Incoming letters 
ore from mall order houses and the 
outgoing ones carry back money or- 
ders, lives a friend of 
mine who. 


bought a watch from tffe catalogue at 
what he considered a rare bargain. 
The watch came, to be sure, but It did 
not go. that Is at the right speed, 
and, although money 
enough 
was 


spent on it to bring the price up to 
a good figure, it was no better as a 
timekeeper than that famous watch 
of Capt Cuttle's. 
Another 
friend 


bought a buggy at $34 and was elated 
over his purchase until It came and 
he saw that the top was a very ordin- 
ary article of oil cloth, instead of 
leather, and he was so ashamed of it 
that he sold it at a loss to his hired 
man and bought a better one in a 
neighboring town. 
A lady and her 


two daughters bought shoes from the 
catalogue and when asked why they 
had trouble with thelc feet eald It was 
because of Ill-fitting shoes. But such 
Instances of the bad effects of bar* 
Ing "sight unseen" are dally occurring 
all over the country. It is only natur- 
al and inevitable that such 
things 


should happen. 


Let us see what will be the effect 


of this formidable diversion of trade, 
II carried to Its logical 
conclusion. 


Nearly all the business houses of the 
smaller towns will become bankrupt, 
the value of town property will de- 
cline, churches and schools will 
celve a feeble support and the towns 
Instead of being centers of business 
and social activity, will almost ceas< 
to exist.

an Inferior quality, while the average 
price Is usually fully up to what would 
be paid to the home dealer.

PART OF THE BIG COMET 


BRINGS HAVOC IN KANSAS 


With a flash that lighted up the whole 


country side and a deafening report, a 
huge piece of a meteor fell on Roy Far- 
rell Greene's farm near Arkansas City, 
Kansas, at about 4:30 o'clock this 
morning. 
The piece of meteor is sup- 


posed by some to be a part of the com- 
et, which has been threatening to put 
an end to this world for the past week 
or-so. 


Mr, Greene went to the city today and 


told of being awakened from his sleep 
this morning by n ahriek as of a dozen 
locomotive whistles. 
An instant later 


there was a flash, brighter than any 
lightning flash, and followed by a re- 
port as loud as the report of a cannon. 
Rushing to the door, he looked out, but 
the darkness following the flash made 
it impossible for him to distinguish ob- 
ects for sonie httie time. 
As soon as 
le could dress he tuftde further exami- 
nation. His first thought was that 
lightning had struck his house, but the 
clear sky eliminated that ides. As 
soon as daylight came he began a fur- 
ther investigation and-found his neigh- 
bors were doing the same thing. They 
had all been awakened by the Hash and 
were busy looking for an explanation 
of it. 


Greene found the huge piece of rock 


lying about sixty yards south of his 
house and partially buried in the ground. 


He has not had the time to investi- 


gate the rock thoroughly, but thinks 
that it will weigh about three tons. 


All of those to whom pieces were 


shown claim they never saw any rock 
of a like formation. 
The aerolite has 


been the principal subject of discussion 
in Arkansas City today and the people 
are considerably wrought up over it. 
Tney are speculating as to what would 
have happened had the meteor landed 
upon any of their houses. 


Mr. Greene today said that it was 


close enough to his house to suit him, 
and he is very thankful that it did not 
wobble in its course and land on either 
his house or barn. He believes that it 
is part of the comet, which broke loose 
from the p.Tent body and was chasing 
arouml through space by itself. 


Mr Greene is president of the Amer- 
ican ourio bociety and will at once mail 
pieces of his meteor to all the mem- 
bers. He figures that it is his property, 
being on his land, and he holds the 
opinion that the law of possession 
works in this case. 


If one piece of the comet was this 


close we cannot tell when another one 
may come and kill any, or perhaps a 
of us.

Since Otis B. Weaver has announced 


for the State Senate, subject to the 
action of the Democratic primaries in 
Pontotoc and Seminole counties, and 
since it is proper that voters should 
know alt about a man who otters for a 
public office of such importance, there- 
fore I, who have known him since 
childhood, take pleasure in giving the 
people the following sketch of his life 
and estimate of his qualifications. 


Otis B. Weaver was born and reared 


in Mt. Vernon, Texas. During his 
boyhood he alternately attended the 
public schuols and worked on his fath- 
er's farm. Later he pursued studies in 
Grayson 
college, but 
circumstances 


precluded the completion of his collegi- 
ate course. 


In 1896 he came to Pauls Valley, I. 


T., where for two years he worked at 
the carpenter's trade. About the time 
he reached man's estate the Spanish- 
American war 
broke out. 
Joining 


Roosevelt's Rough Riders he served in 
that regiment to the end. During his 
service he received some petty promo- 
tions, and was mustered out on Long 
Island with a certificate of honor from 
Colonel Roosevelt. 
Returning to Pauls 


Valley, for two pears he taught school, 
having the position of principal in 
Pierce's chapel at Whitebead. 


Seven years ago Mr. Weaver cast 


his fortunes in the new town of Ada. 
First he worked as a laborer in the 
construction of the bridges across the 
branch which separated North from 
South Ada, and in the removal of 
houses; not long after, he engaged in 
the fire insurance business. When the 
town was still young, he became asso- 
ciated with his brother Carlton in the 
newspaper business, and three years 
ago when his brother entered upon a 
university course Mr. Weaver assumed 
entire charge of the enterprise. 


Than Otis B. Weaver, perhaps no 


man in this country has taken more 
pleasure 
in lending encouragement, 


both moral and substantial to enter- 
prises fop the good of his town and of 
the Territory. It is well known he 
has ever been liberal in his contribu- 
tions of both time and money to all 
good works that make demand. Per- 
haps it was a new railroad bonus to be 
raised, or a new church to be built; 
perhaps expense money and services 
demanded in the effort to secure state 
hood, possibly a bridge needed for 
farmers to get to town, or a farmer's 
family rendered homeless and destitute 
by fire; whatever the deserving de 
xlai.u, mi. ,?ca«ci ntvs never ittiieu w 
respond to the full length of his ability. 


It is a just source of pride to him 


that he helped initiate in this Territory 
the road movement which in January, 
1905, culminated in the organization at 
Muskogee of the I. T. Good Roads As- 
sociation. Of this body, affiliated with 
the national organization, Mr. Weaver 
was elected an officer. 


Early in 1905, at the Indian Territory 


and Oklahoma statehood convention, 
he was chosen a member of the Joint 
Statehood executive committee. Later 
when prospects for statehood were 
most gloomy this eorrm ittee met Tulsa. 
It was a crucial time for the cause of 
statehood, and the deliberations of that 
body were long and earnest. A cam- 
paign committee to agitate joint state- 
hood was organized, and, entirely with- 
out solicitation on his part, Mr. Weaver 
was chosen secretary thereof. 
With 


the coming on of the combat with the 
Sequoyah Separate Statehood move- 
ment, headed as it was by some of the 
strongest men in the Territory, the 
duties of that secretaryship became 
most responsible and arduous. Noth- 
ing daunted, however, Mr. Weaver 
threw all his energies and the utmost 
enthusiasm into the work. During long 
and stressful months he devoted his 
time and his money to the compilation, 
publication and distribution of abund- 
ant joint statehood literature, sending 
out thousands of letters and hundreds 
of thousands of statehood campaign 
circulars, and in every way possible he 
aided in the anti-Sequoyah campaign. 
The result of that struggle is well 
known. Instead of the 125,000 votes 
boastfully predicted for the Sequoyah 
constitution, that document sank into 
oblivion with the support of a paltry 
22,500. 


At the meeting of the Indian Terri- 


tory Press Association in 1905 Mr. 
Weaver, without seeking the honor, 
was unanimously elected its president. 
It was at this meeting that the famous 
anti-Hitchcock resolutions were passed. 
Though the press association had been 
in existence fifteen years, during Mr. 
Weaver's term as president the mem- 
bership was doubled. 


Last summer after the statehood bill 


had passed and Hon. Henry M. Fur- 
man had concluded to become a candi- 
date for the U. S. Senate, his fellow 
townsmen held a mass meeting and or- 
ganized the Henry M. Furman Demo- 
cratic club for the purpose of promot- 
ing hit candidacy. Of this club Mr. 
Weaver was unanimously elected pres- 
dent. 


In 1904 he was elected Major General 


commanding the United Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans of the Indian Terri- 
tory, which office he held for two

the enthusiasm with which Mr. Weaver 
took hold of the organization, the Ter- 
ritory division bore the honor of being 
the only division in the entire nation 
wherein every camp was in good stand- 
ing. 


The subject of this sketch is a man 


who goes into nothing half-hearted. 
Whatever he takes hold of or whatever 
he espouses he does so with enthusiasm, 
with all his might. Born and educated 
a Democrat, ever since he has been 
old enough he has been a hard working, 
militant Democrat. 
Many a day and 


many a dollar has he spent for the 
good of his party. Once fairly launch- 
ed in the newspaper business, and real- 
izing the power of the press for good, 
he established other papers, so that he 
now owns several in Pontotocjand Semi- 
nole counties. 
These he established 


with scant hope of profit—indeed for 
the moat part they have been conduct- 
ed at a loss—but rather for the good 
they might do the Democratic party 
and the people of the several communi- 
ties whereof they were exponents. 


This is the first time Otis B. Weaver 


has ever offered for an office with any 
emoluments. And of course in this 
case it is not the paltry pay of a state 
senator he seeks; it's the honor of ser- 
ving the people in a place of dignity. 
In case the Democratic voters of this 
Twenty-Third Senatorial District be- 
stow upon Mr. Weaver the nomination 
— tantamount to election —the people of 
the district may depend upon it, tney 
will have an able advocate in the halls 
of the legislature. For years he has 
been a close student of public affairs, 
enjoys a wide acquaintance with public 
men, his integrity is not to be ques- 
tioned—not a taint of graft mars his 
record.

IN A QUANDARY. 


Republican. Undecided Whether to 
Support or Eight the Constitution. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., April 4.—The 


problem confronting 
the Oklahoma 


Republican party of what attitude to 
assume toward the constitution is not 
unlike that of the proverbial wayfarer 
who paused between Satan and the 
roaring sea. The predominant senti- 
ment around the Republican central 
committee meeting held two weeks ago 
was for a fight sufficient to encompass 
the constitution'* defeat at the polls, 
and then petition Congress to allow 
Oklahoma, next time, to go it alone. 


Henry Asjv-leader of the Republican 


minority in the convention, who was 
alsj the leading figure in preparing the 
Republican constitution submitted to 
the convention as a whole, has sug- 
gested that this document be taken as 
a basis of what Republicans can do. 
He put ths case to the party with much 
plainness: A legislature would soon 
assemble in the territory, and it could 
authorize a committee to draft a con- 
stitution, as was done in Nebraska, 
which they could then submit to the 
people. 


With this went the double implica- 


tion that it would be adopted, and that 
Congress would admit Oklahoma as a 
Separate state, applying without an 
enabling act. 


To assume such a position, at the 


same time place a full ticket in the 
field as is the desire, would elevate the 
party to a prominence of inconsistency, 
for by the identical vote through which 
it hoped to elect the officers it would 
also hope to defeat the opportunity by 
which they could serve. It may be 
said, however, to the credit of the rank 
and file that the original 
sentiment, 


fraught with so much belligerency, ia 
gradually giving away to a policy of 
supporting the constitution for the 
sake of statehood, but the party will 
refrain from speaking as a unit until 
the convention at Guthrie concludes its 
work and the finished document is 
looked at. 


The announcement of Frank Frantz, 


present territorial governor, as a candi- 
date for the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination, made 
Sunday morning, 


and the word that Henry H. Howard 
of Oklahoma City and William John- 
stone of Bartlesville will probably do 
likewise, is taken to mean that the 
party will at least advocate adoption of 
the constitution without giving an in- 
dorsement of it.
